Secret Service to Round Up 50 
More Men Accused of 
. Conspiracy. 


‘The State. of New York, aided by the 
full power of the Federal Government, 
has for weeka been engaged in an in- 
vestigation of an elaborately worked 
out conspiracy, the object of which was 
to defeat the selective draft law by ob- 
taining through fraudulent means the 
exemption or discharge from the mili- 
tary service of unpatriotic drafted ‘sol- 
diers. who were willing to pay in some 
instances thoUs..d0s-urdottarcs tx order 
to.escape service under the American 
flag.

It was stated last night that while the 
persons taken into’ custody were prob- 
ably the most important of the con- 
spirators there were still many more ar- 
rests to be miade, the number of persons 
involved in the conspiracy being between 
forty and fifty. Every one of thege per- 
sons are under surveillance, and will be 
arrested whenever the Government gives 
the word. The authorities have the 
names.of three men who were drafted 
into the army and whosé discharge from 
service was subsequently obtained by 
the conspirators. Scores of other men 
who are said to have nad dealings with 
Ringler, Abrahamson, Brin, and Asofsky 
are now the subject of investigation by 
the Federal and State authorities, 

Ringler, who has been representing 
himself’ as an agent of the Department 
of Justice, is the man, according to the 
authorities, who worked out the plans 
of the anti-draft conspiracy. It is stated 
that. he ‘has been in' trouble before, and 
he is described as an unusually bright 
young man of about 28 years of age. 
Invitations for his wedding on Saturday 
hext were mailed several days-ago. He 
was at the home of his prospective bride, 
@ Miss Stein, at 66 Essex Street, when 
arrested last night. 

Dr. Brin is a well known east side 
practitioner, while Abramson, the law- 
yer, is also known throughout the lower 
east side. The men whose patronage the 
conspirators sought were ail of foreign 
birth, in the great majority of cases 
young men who were born in Russia 
and who were unfamiliar with Améri- 
can laws and institutions. When neces-' 
sary the conspirators would produce 
falre affidavits to prove that a man was

every direction the coming year. And 
if for any reason our efforts bé relaxed 
or . Germany . counter unexpectedly 
against that effort, the enemy would 


probably have thé Allies beaten. 

There is always the chance on both 
sides of invention, and it is known that 
we are experimenting most hopefully 
with several American devices the suc- 
cessful- working of which would put the 
submarine out of business and bring the 
war to an immediate end, but depending 
solely on. such things is too much like 
trusting -to luck. Our chief practical 
hope lies .in the destroyers and other 
tried protection, bringing\to bear an ex- 
plosive attack from the air and under 
sea. 

We-alréady have several new Ameri- 
can-built destroyers, which, though not 
through any but dock trials-to test their 
énginés, are showing up well, good crews 
having been trained around the nucleus 
of units’ sent from thé naval training 
school now maintained by us. 


The Western Front. 


‘A companion problem to the subma- 
rine, namely, the ability to hold the west- 
etn. front fromthe Channél to Switzer- 
land, is only ‘discussed casually, but 
to any one who has seen one surprise 
after another develop against thé Allies 
inthe last three and a half years, the 
very casual character of the discussion 
excites ‘a certain measure of anxiéty. 
Our troubles seem to follow fits of ab- 
sent-mindedness. The movement of 
troops from Russia’ toward the west 
surely calls for concentrated notice. The 
most moderate estimates in the. best in- 
formed quarters put-the figures of the 
new German and Austrain strength 
aYailable.for the front in Flanders and 
France at 500,000.and 250,000 os ahctpkd 
ly, or a total of 750,000.

MRS.WHITEHOUSE’S MISSION 


Sent Abroad, .Not by the President, 
but by Mr. Creel. 
Special to The New York Timeg. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Mrs. Nor- 
man de R. Whitehouse of New York 
City, who has been asked. by Chairman 
George Creel of the Bureau. of Public 
Information to visit Switzerland on. a 
special mission, the object of which will 
be to aid in a better understanding of 
the aims of the American Government 
in the present war, is not going by ap- 
pointment of President Wilson. 

While it is understood that Mrs. White- 
house has been urged to undertake this 
mission for the purpose of presenting 
the attitude of the Washington Govern- 
ment more accurately and mass gind 
false impressions such as may exist, 
was learned tonight that President Wile 
son had nothing to do with the selec- 
tion of Mrs. Whitehouse. She was chosen 
by George Creel, the Chairman of, the 
committee, and will be the first woman 
who has been ‘asked to undertake such 
a mission in a foreign country. . 

Mrs. Whitehouse was asked to under- 
take this work, Mr. Creel expiained to- 
night, because of the success of her 
work in the campaign in favor of the 
adoption of woman suffrage in New 
York State. Her excellent publicity 
work in that campaign greatl im- 
pressed itself upon Chairman Creel, who 
explained tonight, in response to in- 
quiries, that her field of endeavor in 
Switzerland, as representative of» the 
Committee on Public Information, would 
be to make speeches, distribute litera- 
ture, and undertake to make plain the 
American position before the public in 
Switseriand. 

It is understood to be the plan of 
Chairman [reel to arrange for the dis- 
patch of other persons on similar mis- 
sions to certain other neutral nations.

The Legislative League, 
she said, ought to use its influence to 
assure a repeal of the law at the coming 
session of the Legislature. 

Speaking on ‘‘ Constructive War Serv- 
ice,’’ Mrs. William Grant Brown, Presi- 
dent of the New State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, urged instruction on 
how to produce a’ maximum amount 
of foodstuffs. She said that farm- 
ers should be taught how to plant 
properly; their wives should’ be taught 
how to can products of the farm, 
and that farm hands be put under. the 
control of some central authority so 
that they could be transferred from 
place to place as they were needed. Mrs. 
Grant suggested the co-ordination .of all 
charities to prevent dishonest solicitation 
of funds. 

Other speakers were Mrs. John Fran- 
cis Yawger, President of the New York 
City Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
Mrs. Alexander. Kohut, a member of 
Mayor Mitchel’s City Counsel of De- 
fense.

There were three saliént events or 
developments of the year 1917: The 
revolution in Russia, resulting in the 
breakdown of her Government and her 
the entrance into 
the war of the United States, with all 
its wealth of material and men and the 
iilimitable. moral effect of the Amer- 
ican decision; and the Waning of the 
submarine mefiace that was to bring 
England tb her knees to supplitate for 
peace, even if the United States threw 
its resources into the scale. The end 
of 1916 saw Germany professing a de- 
sire- for peace, with, foreknowledge 
that ‘disruption: and chaos were com- 
ing to Russia. At that time the last 
bloody touches were being. put to the 
undoing of Rumania, betrayed and 
abandoned by the Czar’s Government; 
but on the western front the French 
and British had proved at Verdun and 
in the battle of the Somme that the 
Germans could neither ‘pass nor hol 
their lines. So the year closed for 
the western allies with hopes of a 
military decision in a new offensive 
in the Spring and Summer of 1917; 
although they had misgivings about 
Russia, which, after’ General Brusit- 
OFF’s remarkable campaign of territory 
gained and Austrian prisoners taken 
in Galicia and the Bukowina, had been 
mysteriously inactive and mute for 
months. . Italy’s performance along 
the Isonzo had been creditable enough 
to justify confidence in her ability to 
hold the Austrians there at the worst, 
and with thorough preparation and at 
a time selected by Caporna to break 
through on the road to Laibach, and, 
by driving the enemy from the Carso, 
invest Trieste. If the Russians were 
true to the alliance and resumed 
operations on the Dvina, ir Galicia, 
and in Asia Minor, ‘Teutonic extremity ‘ 
would be a matter of only months. 
That was the fond hope in the west, 
and there seemed to be justification 
for it. 

A year ago the Governments of 
France and Great Britain did not 
count upon the United States as an 
ally at sea and in the field; and when, 
as @ consequence of German atrocities 
and bad faith; the entrance of this’ 
country -into the war was_regarded as 
not improbable, the thought was more. 
of the financial asaistance it would 
extend than of the armies it could 
equip, and transport to 
France. In short, France and Great 
Britain had faith in the ultimate tri-, 
umph of their’atms. That Germany 
feared it was shown by her nervous 
overtures for peace, seriously meant, 
but only ‘halt confessed. But in four 
Short months there came a transfor- |

Rovylers, key 
to the German submgrine base, was 
almost gained by him; and his lieu> 
tenant, Brno, in. the famous tank as- 
sault and surprise, just fell short of 
Cambrai, paying for the audacity with 
a@ loss of half the ground won when 
the Germans achieved an almost equal]- 
4y wonderful counterattack.

Turks In Palestine made wep for the 
greatest Teutonic stroke of the year, 
the masterful invasion of Italy, a suc- 
cess comparable in some respects to 
the German advance into France in 
the first /month of the wer. It has 
changed the war map to the advantage 
of the Teutonic Powers, but has not 
blazed the way to a German peace. 
The stroke has fallen short. It was 
audacious, but it was desperate. The 
new year sees the Austro-German of- 
fensive in difficulfies. One of the 
most splendid things of the war has 
been the rally of the Italians as the 
French and . British made forced 
marches to their relief. The Austrians 
were held on the Piave; in the Vene- 
tian Alps the enemy was so stubborn- 
ly resisted that his hope of breaking 
| through fo the pling was frustrated. 
With the Yast day of ‘the oid year 
came the news of an irresistible thrust 
by the French. With heavy snows 
falling in thé mountains, the Austro- 
Germans ate now in difficulties, and 
for this Winter-their campaign has 
failed, and may prove utterly disas- 
trous. 
’ The outlook for 1918 is one of good 
cheer. In spite of drafts from the 
Russian front, it is doubtful if the 
German reserves will be equal in 
strength to those that reinvigorated 
¥rance and resolute Britain can put in 
the field in the Spring. That they can 
at least-hold back the military power 
of the Teutonic allies until an Amer- 
ican army of. 1,000, men is ready 
fo do battle in the west may be as- 
sumed with confidence. ‘There is still 
a chance, although it seems of the 
slightest, that a strong Government 
will rise in Russia and organize armies 
for an offensive in 1918. At any rate, 
Germany cannot afford to strip the 
Russian. front entirely, The year 
1918 seems destined, as: Germany can- 
not have peace on her own terms, to 
be a year of sanguinary and desperate 
combat. But there is always possi- 
bility of an economic collapse in the 
Central nations, and anh enforced peace 
may comé while strategists are prepar- 
ing to fight the war toa finish. |

WITHA SOBER FACE 


Finds Little Greeting in Light- 
less, Noiseless, and 
Frigid Broadway. 


WAR MENUS AT HOTELS 
Si nensibinadiniaangda aed 
Gay Throngs of Other Years Ab- 
sent ftom Centres of Gayety 
-and the Streets. — 


Times Square, whichihas. given the 
official welcome to the New Year in 
years past, hardly gave a passing nod 
to 1018 last night. 
in the past year have there been smaller 
crowds in the streets when the clock 
struck 12 midnight.; The New Year slunk 
in with rubber shoes on, coming upon 
& lightless, noiseless, and frigid Broad- 
way. It might have.been New Year's 
Eve in some places, but it was only the 
night of Dec. 31 in New York. 

At 12 o’clock midnight the electric 
light ball on the tower of THe Tiwes 
Buliding dropped and an instant later 
the great electric sign flashed out the 
new year—1918. 

Traffic Policeman-Thompson, muffled 
up till only the eyes and guiltless red 
nose were visible, learned that it was 
12:01 A. M. by consultation with his 
wrist watch and saluted with a thickly 
mitted right hand. That was about 
the only reception young 1918 had from 
fhe heart of Times Square itself, where 
in other years hundreds of reserves 
had been out to hold back a surging 
multitude of celebrators. 

The others who happened to be on the 
street might have measured. their time 
by the Russian calendar for alt the at- 
tention they paid to the hitherto impor- 
tant moment when both hands of the 
clock pointed perpendicularly upward at 
this particular time of the year. They 
Gasbed for the subway or for places of 
refuge on either side of the street, slip- 
ping over the icy pavement, which a 
yéar ago was ankie-deep in confetti. 

Ocasionally an opened door would let 
a shaft of light, as from a dark lan- 
tern, into the square, and an uncertain 
mixture >f sound would be emitted, 
which a sympathetic interpreter might 
construe “as a greeting to the New 
Year. Otherwise all was dark and as 
peaceful as a quiet night on Tristan Ja 
Cunha. 

No Revelry in Restaurants. 

Practically all of the honor done to 
the new year this time was done in- 
doors. But even in the hotels and res- 
taurants the occasion was scarcely a 
reminder of the performances which 
New Year's has been the ‘excuse for in 
previous years. At midnight last night 
it appeared that the 1918 model of a 
New Year’s celebration is thoroughly 
sedate and solemn in comparison with 
1917, 1916, and all previous occasions 
for a long time back. 

In many of the hotels and restaurants 
the program of entertainment was sup- 
posed to be highly patriotic in char- 
acter, and this could not mix well with 
the type of revelry which has featured 
New Vear’ s Eve on most previous yéars. 
Gvests at many of the tables were sol- 
diers{ and sailors, who could only eat 
and took on. The New Year's motto, 
reduced to two-thirds its original stat- 
ure, so that it read merely, ** Kat and 
be Merry,.’’ did not measure up to the 
conventional idea of a riotous New Year. 

The style of those who had set-out 
to make an old-fashioned evening of il 
was impaired by the presence of so 
many strictly sober neighbors. From 
fn hasty survey of some of the leading 
places of celebration last night it ap- 
peared safe to estimate thac the. con- 
sumption of wine was only about 50 per 
cent, of normal. 

After the theatres, which were well 
filled, most of the tables in the _princi- 
pal eating places were occupied. ut the 
time limit on this part of the evening 
cut ett many of its interesting features 
of past years. The 1 o'clock closing al- 
lowed ~ less ‘than two hours in the 
restaurants for after theatre parties. 

The. fact that the country is at war 
had a marked effect in reducing 
hilarity. While it was most apparent 
in a gloomy, deserted, and silent Broad- 
way, there were reminders of it in res- 
taurants in the short. ration of sugar, 
in the entertainment and in advice by 
Mr. Hoover in the menus. A ‘ war”"’ 
table d’héte was served at the Waldort- 
Astoria and at some other restaurants. 

The New Year's Eve dinner which was 
recommended at-the Waldorf was en- 
tirely meatless. Several of its dishes 
were vegetarian imitations of poultry 
and beef. In other restaurants, advices 
to eat little meat and to consume other 
edibles, which were about equally bigh- 
priced, were printed in’ red ink. ere 
was no patriotic advice to reduce drink- 
ing, but the reminder ¢hat the country 
fs at war and that riot was out of 
place, was conveyed indirectly in the 
war prices for all liquors.

READY T0 GATHER 
NEW TAX RETURNS 


Internal Revenue Department 
Has Started Work of Col- 
lecting $3,400,000,000. — 


7,000,000 TO PAY TAXES 


Unmarried Persons Earning More 
Than $1,000 and Married Persons 
with Incomes Over $2,000 Affected. 


~ WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The great 
task of gathering income tax and ex- 
cess profits returns began with the new 
year, a 

Every unmarried person earning more 
than $1,000 during the last year and 
every married person or head of a fam- 
ily who made more than $2,000 must file 
with the Internal Revenue Collector of 
his district a report any time between 
Jan. 1 and March 1. He will be no- 
tified before June 1 of the tax due, and 
payment will be due by June 15. 

The Government expects to receive 
$1,201,000,000 from income taxes before 
July 1, including $666,000,000 from indi- 
viduals and $535,000,000 from corpora- 
tions. This is more than one-third of 
the $3,400,000,000 estimated receipts un- 
der the War Revenue act passed by 
Congress at the last session. From ex- 
cess profits taxes the Government ex- 
pects to realize about $1,220,000,000 ad 
fore July 1. ‘ 

The rate of tax for a married man or 
the head pf a family is 2 per cent. on 
the amount of his net income exceeding 
$2,000, but less than $4,000, and 4 per 
cent. on the amount of his net income 
above $4,000, but less than $5,000. An 
unmarried person not the head of a 
tamily will pay 2 per cent. on the 
amount of net — above $1,000, but 


less than $3,000, and 4 per cent. on.the 
net income above $3,000, but less than 


35,000. 

The extra levy, or surtax, in gddition 
to the normal tax, is imposed on in- 
comes above $5,000, so that the amount 
of income between $5,000 and $7,000 is 
Subject to a tota: income tax, including 
both normal and extra, of 5 per Riggio 

per 
cent. The surtax increases further with 
higher incomes, so that amounts of 
$1,000,000 are taxable at 65 per cent., 
with 1 per cent. additional for each 
$250,000 up to $2,000,000. Ali incomes 
over the latter amount are taxable at 67 
per cent. 

Typical income tax levies on heads of 
families are as follows: Income of 
$2,500, tax is $10 income. of $8,000, tax 
is $20; income of $3,500, tax is $30; in- 
come of $4,000, tax 16 $40; — = 
$4,500, tax is $60; income of $5,000 
is $80. Unmarried persons would’ pay 
in this way: Income of $1,500, tax $10; 
income of §2, tax ; income o 
$2,500, tax $30; income of $3;000, 

0; income of $3, 500, tax $60; income of 

tax $80; income Of $4,500, tax 

100; income of $5,000, tax $1 

Taxes may be paid in four install- 
ments between now and June 15 if this 
arrangement is preferred, but the Treas- 
ury will open a determined campaign to 
encourage persons to pay their tax in 
full immediately and receive interest on 
the advance payment. 

A small army of accountants, espe- 
cially trained for the work in schools 
conducted by district collectors for the 
last two weeks, will go into the field 
beginning Wednesday to assist perso 
in filing their returns, and will travel 
on prearranged itineraries for a month 
or more in addition. Federal agricul- 
tural agents and representatives of 
State ar:rd ‘county .cou of. national 
defense, have enlisted in ‘the campaign 

of education. By this campaign Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Roper hopes to 
eliminate the chancés of failure to file 
a return through ignorance of the re- 

uirements. 

Officials in charge of the tax-gather- 
ing machine expect to. eliminate the 
usual gru Bs 4 spirit of taxpayers. They 
have ‘called this a ‘‘ Liberty Tax,’’ be 
cause its rocesds o to the same war 
cause as the Liberty bond issues, and 
every effort will be made to encourage 
the spirit of yay J c pivins among those 
on whom the 

About 7,000,000 reeuaate pay income 
taxes, it is estimated, and most will be 
subject to a direct, Federal tax for the 
first time, for less than 500,000 paid in- 
come taxes last year under the old law. 
Tax return forms have been made as 
simple as possible, those for incomes of 
less than $3, being especially free 
hi technical features or inquisitorial 
tems. 

Corporations will income taxes 
also, but on a different. asis. Their net 
income is subject to a tax of 6 per cent. 
under the new War Revenue act, an 
certain technical deductions are allowed. 
Corporation returns are due between 
Jan. 1 and March 1 for the ber paged 
year 1917, and companies operatin 
a fiscal year basis must report within 
sixty days after the end of the fiscal 


year. 

Beginning tomorrow, also, excess 
profits returns for the year 1917 will be 
received from corporations, partnerships, 
and individuals. The last da for the 
filing of these is March 1, the same as 
on income returns, and payment muat 
be made also before June iS except un- 
der the fiscal year arrangement. 

Individuals making more than $6,000 
during the year also aré subject to an 
8 per cent. tax on their income above 
that amount, independent of the regular 
income taxes. This 8 per cent. levy is 
imposed on individuals with ‘no capital, 
or with. only nominal capital, such as 
professional men with money invested 
in books, dentists’ and physicians’ in- 
struments, or other equipment. 

Another kind of tax is laid on excess 
profits of businesses ‘having invested 
capital. On this basis, taxes on net in-

WOMAN POINTED HIM .OUT 


Secret Service Men Take Export 
Agent to Ellis Island to Await 
Investigation. 


Felix Hans Lohr, at one time in busi- 
mess as a foreign export agent, and 
later as a dealer‘in metals, is held in 


detention prison on Ellis Island pending 

the outcome of an cag etn Soa by the 

United States Secret Service, as to his 
, pew activities. The fact that Lohr is 

a prisoner is due to the alertness 
of Mrs. Frank M. Willard of 1,609 Flat- 
bush Avenue, Brooklyn, who was seated 
néar him in the main waiting room of 

Grand Central Station Sunday 
morning and overheard him refer to 
bp ge passing, United States soldiers as 
“e y a Ss. ” 

It was r out 8:15 o’clock, Mrs. Will- 
ard ‘told the Federal authorities, when 
she noticed three enlisted men of the 
army on their way to a train. The 
soldiers passed within a few feet of the 

bench on: which she was seated and 
after they had. passed she says Lohr 
remarked to a man seated next to him: 

“There go the dirty dogs. Théy will 
get what's coming to them before long. 
e will show them : 

An American who was also nearby 

@verheard the remark but did not hear 
all that was said. He asked Mrs. Will- 
ard if she had heard it said she re- 
peated what Lohr had said. , 

** Weill, I happen to have a boy over 
there,” said the American, ‘‘ and I don’ t 
‘intend to stand for any such talk.’ 

Thereupon the man walked over to 
where Lohr was sitting and after telling 
him what he thought of him struck him 
a stinging blow. In a few moments 
other men joined in and Lohr was in 
danger of being seriously dealt with, 
when several of the railroad watchmen 
came to his assistance and took him 
from the crowd. ; 

Lohr thought the guards were going 
to let him go, but he quickly found out 
his mistake. 

“We are going to a you locked up 
until the Secret Service has a chance to 
look into your case,’”’ one of the guards 
told him. 

After having had Lohr in custody for 
more than twenty-four hours Captain 
Burke took him to the. Federal Building 

yesterday and had him registered as a 

ederal prisoner. Captain Burke said 
that until the investigation was com- 
pleted he would not give out any details 
as to Lohr’s business or other facts 
which have come to the knowledge of 
the Government. Assistant United States 

District Attorney John C. Knox ordered 
the prisoner removed to Ellis Island, | 
where he will be held until the Secret 
Service has finished with. the case. 

Otto Karl Jabben, who has been work- 
ing on a farm near Nyack, N. Y., was 
brought to New York vester day and 
turned over to agents of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He was described yes- 
terday as a German of the “‘ boasting 
type.”” .According to the-Nyack story 
he has beer boasting about German 
prowess ever since this country entered 
the war. Secret Service men ‘stated he 
would probably be interned.
